WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.— la themnsi 
s o* pint; of all decisions upholding 
prohibition laws the Supmno CotBi 
Monday hold constitutional and valid 
tho W^ub-Konyon law prohibiting 
shipments of liquor from "wet" t<> 
"<iry" States. The court also sustain- 
ed West Virginia's recent amendment 
to her law prohibiting importation in 
iiitcrst itf commerce for personal use. 
> After being vetoed by President 
Taft, who held it unconstitutional, the 
i Webb-Kenyon act was repassed ove.* 
jhis veto and the law Monday was suo 
Itained in the Supreme Court by a 
ivote of seven to two. Leaders ot th > 
prohibition movement regard the law 
1 as second in importance only to the 
proposed constitutional amendment. 

Lawyers for the liquor interest, who 
heard the decision, admit that it up- 
holds and applies the law "in its full- 
est sense." 

It was announced that Justice Mc 
Reynolds concurred in the decision, 
: but not completely in the opinion. 

Justices Holmes and Vandeventcr 
were the two dissenting justices. 
I "The all-reaching power of Gov- 
ernment over liquor is settled." said 
the Chief Justice in announcing the 
decision. "There was no intention of 
Congress to forbid individual use of 
liquor. The purpose of this act wa? 
to tut out by the roots the practice 
!of permitting violation of State liquor 
jlaws. We can have no doubt that 
j Congress has complete authority to 
prevent paralyzing of State author;- 
jt'es. Congress exerted a power to co- 
ordinate the National with the State 
' authority." 

j Wayne B. Wheeler, counsel for the 
Anti-Saloon League of America, who 
with Fred Blue, State Prohibition Com- 
missioner of West Virginia, argued the 

lease before the Court made this state- 
ment on the Court's decision: 

"The States may now prohibit the 
possession, receipt, sale and use of 
intoxicating liquor and not be hamper- 

jed by the agencies of interstate com- 
■•TO," 

The Federal Webb-Kenyon act of 
March 1. 1913. and West Virginia's 
prohibition laws, were brought be fore 
i the Supreme Court in two test cas^s 
, of the James Clark Distilling Com- 
pany, of Cumberland, Md., against the 
American Express Company, and 
Western Maryland railroad. Whether 
[ prohibition States under the Webb j 
Kenyon law or otherwise may prohibit 
shipment of intoxicating liquors, in in- 
terstate commerce, for personal use or
